A man may speak out of his 
own experience.

I do not know whether planned 
reading is superior to just read- 
ing. My imagination and desire 
to read was stimulated by a 
teacher at about the seventh- 
grade level. I was then reading 
two books per day. Any book 
was grist for my mill.- The Henty 
stories, the Rover boys, Civil War 
stories, Bible stories, adventure 
books, wild animal and nature 
volumes—all these, and more, 
were devoured, I think perhaps 
planned reading may be best, but 
to do so causes one to miss much. 
And who is to do the planning? 
It may be best just to pitch in and 
read, putting aside any book 
which, after getting a third of the 
way through is still uninteresting. 
Also, I find myself regretting I 
did not study, and master, Greek 
or Latin, preferably the former. 
From my viewpoint they provide 
better mental discipline and are 
much more richly rewarding. 
Finally, there is poetry. I rec- 
ommend reading and memorizing 
great amounts of it. It is a nec- 
essary part.of the habit of read- 
ing volumniously. 
And, of course, write. ote 
And, always know that people 
and their lives, are the most im- 
portant studies outside books.

In a dramatic reversal, the 
Bundestag bowed to Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer’s demands to- 
day and. decided 220-160 to take 
up the final debate Wednesday on 
both the army treaty and the 
companion peace contract under 
which West Germany is to re- 
arm in alliance with the West 
against Communist aggression. 


Fight days ago the Bundestag 
refused 179-166 to hold the final 
debate this week. Adenauer’s 
three-power coalition had tempo- 
rarily split, with some of its ad- 
herents voting with the Socialist- 
led opposition. 


Now Adenauer has put West 
German again on the high road 
to become the first nation to .i- 
tify the revolutionary plan _link- 
ing the armed forces of France, 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
the Netherlands and Luxembourg 
under a single command. 

Three days of debate are to 
precede the vote. The chancellor 
forecast the treaty and the peace 
contract, by which the Western 
Big Three powers give the nation

Experts Predict 


Good Times Ahead 


Leading economists of the nation see 
no need for a depression in the immedi- 
ate future unless the people talk them- 
selves into one. The other major fear 
is that politics will force the govern- 
ment to adopt economic policies that 
‘could bring one on. Both of these even- 
tualities are possible, although the ex- 
perts say they are not probable. 

It has been a long time since Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt revived the spirits of 
the nation with his electrifying “All we 
have to fear is fear itself’ speech. In 
this he recognized the psychological 
role of human attitudes in bringing 
about and prolonging depressions. 

It has been a long time, too, since the 
government decided that its role, in part, 
is 10 work toward the welfare and eco- 
nomic security of the people. It is not 
likely that we will do a complete about- 
fave, abandoning the built-in stabilizers 
for periods of recession and allowing 
speculation and exploitation to run wild. 
Considering the make-up of the Presi- 
dent-elect’s cabinet, it is not likely ei- 
ther that we will withdraw into an eco- 
nomic isolation as we did in the 1920s 
when we brought on a world-wide de- 
pression and contributed to the tensions 
that exploded into World War II. To do 
that now would be to invite the Com- 
munists to move in wherever we with- 
draw. 

Looking at the prospects for the fu- 
ture, Fortune Magazine for this month 
comes out with an encouraging appraisal 
of what’s ahead. ‘Considering the now 
unknown factors, the magazine says: 

“A coincidence of unforeseeable 
events might just conceivably result in 
a real depression. But there may be no 
weakness in the economy of 1955 that 
cannot be forefended by wisdom and 
co-cperation on the part of the govern- 
ment and confidence and resolution on 
the part of business.” 

Granting that the defense program 
will be stabilized by late 1955 at a much 
lower level than we are now spending, 
Fortune sees a continued growing mar- 
ket for durable civilian goods, industrial 
plants and tools, consumer buying of 
houses and the things that go with 
them in household goods, clothing and 
luxuries. 

The growth of the American popu- 
lation insures a continued business ex- 
pansion to meet its needs. It will also 
insure a continued demand for agri- 
cultural products. 

Fortune lists the “built-in” stabi- 
lizers that did not exist in 1929 to fend 
off depression as insurance against an- 
other economic disaster. These include: 

1. Private debt is much lower today 
than in 1929 and the liquid assets of 
consumers and business are much larger. 

2. Tax reductions from present high 
peaks to meet defense costs will expand 
consumer and corporate incomes when 
defense spending declines. 

3. The government is committed to 
bolster consumer income when business 
recedes—through farm price supports, 
unemployment compensation, old-age 
pensions. For business there are ex- 
cess profits carrybacks. 

4. There is a very large backlog of 
war-deferred public works—from $30,- 
000,000,000 to $60,000,000,000 worth of 
highways, schools, etc. 

5. Aided by the Republican commit- 
ment to expand the export of private 
U. S. capital, exports of civilian durable 
goods can be expected to increase by 
$1,900,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 a year. 

At any rate, barring an all-out war, 
the outlook for the American people ir 
the next few years does not appear to 
be too grim. The mere fact that both 
political parties and the people them- 
selves are determined to prevent a re- 
currence of 1929 is a measure. of pro- 
tection against it. Another depression 
is on unnecessary eventuality and, we 
believe, all hands will work toward its 
prevention.

‘Trade, Not Aid’ Is 
Theme of Freedom 


Expandéd volume and value of trade 
by the free world, set up as postwar re- 
covery objectives, have been attained, 
delegates to the recent sessions of the 
National Foreign Trade Convention in 
New York City were told. 

The more than 2,000 delegates from 
throughout the free world agreed in 
principle that the one remaining goal to 
be attained is expansion of this trade 
with a minimum of restrictions in order 


that maximum prosperity of the free 


peoples might be attained. 

The hitch in the present situation is 
that these postwar objectives have been 
accomplished through heavy outpour- 
ings of aid from the United States— 
some $87,000,000,000 in all. Unless this 
artificial prop to the other nations’ econ- 
omies is to be continued indefinitely, it 
was pointed nis they must trade. Their

theme now—and it is an attitude we 
have fostered and sought—is “‘trade, not 
aid.” 

Discriminatory tariffs and trading 
practices are hindering the free world’s 
aim of making the most of its common 
resources. If free economies are to con- 
tinue free, continued. efforts must be 
made to reduce trade barriers and cur- 
rency restrictions that breed depressions 
and war. 

The needs outlined at the trade con- 
ference should be studied by every 


* American citizen. If we close our bor- 


ders to imports of foreign goods, others 
cannot buy our products. Russia is in- 
viting them into her orbit with remark- 
able offers—offers that pack the dyna- 
mite.of making them economically and 
eventually politically dependent. 

We must work with every means we 
possess toward a free interchange of 
goods and services with our Allies. 

The Communists have “fenced off” 
about a quarter of the world from free 
normal trade development for the pres- 
ent. The nations outside the Iron Curtain 
must, therefore, make the most of their 
resources. Western Europe and Japan, 
cut off from their normal trade outlets 
in Eastern Europe and China, must 
either resume trade in these areas or 
find markets elsewhere. The problem is 
one that challenges the best of our eco- 
nomic thinking and planning. It must 
be solved.

Diphtheria Prevention 
Is Parental Duty 


From Hall County there comes an- 
other sad reminder that diphtheria con- 
tinues to take its toll among children. 
There the county physician, V. Hamilton 
Maley, reports six cases of the dread 
disease since October 1. Two cases 
proved fatal. 

Dr. Maley emphasizes the fact that 
there is no reason for children not to re- 
ceive immunization shots against diph- 
theria. He points out that the treatment 
is available from the private physician 
or without charge from the health de- 
partment. 

Not only is there no reason, but there 
is no excuse for not seeing that children 
are protected against the disease. The 
responsibility and the duty is on the 
parents. To neglect it is carelessness for 
which the family may pay dearly.

Malthusians Challenge 
Mother Nature Again 


It seems the theorists will be with us 
always. The recent rapid rise in the na- 
tional birth rate has brought out old 
Malthus again. The trouble lies in the 
fact that under normal conditions, the 
population increases by geometric pro- 
gression and that lends itself to fright- 
ening conclusions. 

Only a few years ago, Dr. O. E. Baker 
and other experts of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, basing their con- 
clusions on the declining birth rate for 
the last half century, figured that the 
population of the United States would 
become static about 1961 and decline 
thereafter. The more civilized the coun- 
tries became, they figured, after looking 
at the United States, Great Britain, 
France and other Western nations, the 
lowcr their birth rate became. 

Then came the figures to upset all 
predictions. Maybe civilization had 
backslideden—and there is plenty of evi- 
dence that mankind has discovered a 
way of ridding itself of surplus popula- 
tion without too much help from nature 
—but the number of births is now ex- 
ceeding all previous records and there’s 
no end in sight. So the experts are tak- 
ing things into their hands again. 

The Population Reference Bureau of 
Washington, D. C., has come up with an 
estimate that the world’s population will 
double in 70 years and that in some- 
thing like six centuries the density will 
be 25,000 persons per square mile. In a 
few hundred years after that, they say, 
the entire dry surface of the earth will 


have something like 12,000,000 persons | 


per square mile—two square feet per 
person. It will be a cozy and chummy 
existence, to say the least. 

How to feed them? Well, science is 
just about to come up with nature’s se- 
cret of manufacturing food from sun- 
light, water, and carbon dioxide. Every 
man, presumably, will be able to manu- 
facture his own needs from nature’s own 
ingredients. 

Frankly, however, we cannot worry 
too much now, although the earth’s pop- 
ulation is increasing at an alarming rate 
and modern medicine is lengthening na- 
ture’s life span year by year. If mankind 
does not destroy its surplus in atomic 
wars, nature will adjust it through its 
simplest process—human beings cannot 
exist in greater quantities than their 
food supply. And until the secret of ar- 
tificially in¢reasing 


the orga will adjust itself.

The old codger wants somebody to be- 
come a champion on his side and speak 
right out. While there are probably millions 
of males who secretly would like to do this, 
if tney dared—and not just on the score of 
politics—it ill behooves any married man to 
do that publicly, or in print. 


There is another and better reason against 
it for this particular recipient of the old 
codger’s call for a champion. He gave it 
himself. In the course of his letter he quoted 
a line from J. Donald Adams’ “Literary 
Frontier’ about the species of writer: 


“If he wants to earn a decent living, he 
must write for women.”’ 


So-0-0-0-0-0, taking the affirmative for the 
women against the old codger, one ascends 
to the higher ether of the pundit—if not with 
whole heart, at least with sufficient logic 
for self-preservation. 

So women marched in with broom and 
dust pan. 

In that respect it was a simple, instinc- 
tive act. In it, however, was something, too, 
of the sweep of the pendulum of history 
which just seems to happen, and yet through 
the years in our democracy represents what 
we call our checks-and-balances system. 

There is some comfort also for the old 
codger. 

Women are perhaps the closest watchers 
on government, both local and national. 
They act from the particular; that is, some- 
thing that comes to affect them and their 
families. It is they who are the agitators, 
who write the most letters about specific 
issues to congressmen. 


The fact that they helped to sweep out 
one regime does not mean that they now 
will rest on that. They can be counted on to 
be watchful and critical about the next. 
They are practical-minded. No hero-worship 
for them. Results are what count. Ike, for 
thern, will live in a glass house, as has 
Harry Truman, and so will Congress,

Fitzgerald—There is, and always has 
been, a way out of the mess in Korea, with- 
out risk of world war or too much risk of 
losing Korea. 


It is simply this: Do just exactly the same 
thing Russia does and if she objects, offer 
to quit whenever she does. 


It would work this way. Use all available 
South Koreans and all available Nationalist 
Chinese. Use Formosa as a training base for 
Chinese troops and as fast as Asiatic troops 
enter the battle lines, withdraw United Na- 
tions units. Use UN personne] for training 
Chinese and ROK units. Put a ROK general 
in command of his country’s troops and a 
Chinese in command of the Chinese. 


Use the U. S. Navy to protect Formosa 
and our supply ships to transport munitions. 

If Russia objects to that, offer to quit 
when she ceases shipping munitions over the 
Siberian railroad and gets out of Manchuria. 

In short, make it an Asiatic war on our 
side exactly as Russia has on hers, and al- 
ways let it be known we will agree to quit 
whenever she does. 

This solution will stop American casual- 
ties, make the war purely Asiatic, settle the 
POW deadlock and put us in exactly the 
same favorable position Russia now occupies 
and still leave Russia no excuse whatever for 
starting a global war, as we can always con- 
tend that our position is exactly the same as 
hers and that we are ready to close the mat- 
ter cut whenever she is.

Mr, Brown Again Rides the Rails 
And His Friends Join in the Fun 


Mr. Onionhead Brown, the old railroad 
engineer, is having more fun right now than 
any 70-year-old in town. When the folks from 
the department store called him up and 
asked him wouldn’t he put-on his old striped 
overalls and his long-billed cap and come 
down and run the electric train in the toy 
department for them, he didn’t much like 
the. idea at first.

started off as a call boy, 
way back in 1895. If Mr. 
Brown would just come 
down and run the trains, 
the man said he’d bet that 
nearly every old retired 
fireman and engineer that 
lives in this section would 
drop in and talk railroad 
talk with him. 

So Mr. Brown, who really should not be 
called Onionhead, for he is not actually as 
bald as an onion, though he doesn’t miss it 
far, showed up for work the other morn- 
ing, attired in the blue shirt, the overalls, 
and the cap he had worn when he retired 
from the Southern back ,in 1950. He was 
even carrying his old railroad watch, just in 
case he had to keep the tiny trains on sched- 
ule. He was a little worried for a minute 
when he saw the layout.

And sure enough, just as the man had 
predicted, about the second day his old rail- 
roading friends started to drop in and chat 
with him. In fact, sometimes the children 
can hardly get up to the rail for the old en- 
gineers who are hanging over the rail, chew- 
ing the fat with Onionhead, and you'll see 
some grizzled old retired engineer pushing a 
lever that switches a train into a tunnel with 
a load of logs, while a small colored boy, his 
eyes big as hen eggs, pushes the button that 
makes the whistle blow. The kids sometimes 
get so interested they climb over the rail 
and lay hands on the trains as they go chuf- 
fing past, and then Mr. Brown, whose real 
name is George W. Brown, chases them off. 
He pretends to be mad but he isn’t, and the 
kids know it, for they can see his blue eyes 
twinkling behind his glasses. 


He’s glad he took the job now, and he’ll 
be a little sorry when Christmas Eve comes 
and it is over. For a man gets lonesome 
when his children grow up and move away 
and he’s been a little at loose énds since his 
wife died a year ago. He was born in Ken- 
tucky and has loved a fine horse almost as 
mucn as he loved the big engines he used to 
drive, and he and his wife, for 48 years in 
a row, went to the trotting horse races at 
Lexington together. He went alone last year 
after her death, and it wasn’t much fun. And 
though he went to the Derby in May and 
bet $200 on Sub Fleet to place, and Sub Fleet 
paid $13.85 for a $2 ticket, and he bought 
himself a $1,400 diamond ring with his win- 
nings, even the Derby wasn’t as much fun 
as it was when they went together.

DEAR D. J.: It is probable that 
Tommy’s inattentive attitude is 
a by-product of emotional diffi- 
culties at home, carried into his 
school behavior; but it is best 
to check his bodily health, too. 
So, in probing the reasons for 
his heedless air, don’t fail to 
explore the surmise that he just 
might be slightly deaf in one or 
both ears. 


You say the trouble started a 
year ago and he is now in the 
second grade of school. Perhaps 
the trouble is of longer standing 
than you suppose. Maybe it came 
to your attention only after he 
started school. His teacher may 
have spoken to you about his 
withdrawn behavior, or you may 
have begun to notice when his 
scholastic record lagged, or when 
he failed to react to parental 
quizzing about his school work. 


In any case, whatever the story, 
Tommy’s habitual self-absorption 
is a drift away from reality and 
a threat to his mental health. He 
needs deep help in coping with 
his frustrations and you should 
confer with an expert in family 
relationships for insight into your 
mistakes in dealing with him. 
Try the Family Service Agency. 
Or ask the Community Chest, or 
similar service, about child guid- 
ance clinics in your vicinity.
